In the propoſitions to be offeted to the King, ydu agreed that theſe concerning Religion, ſhould be firlt offerd 
and if theſe were not granted» no other ſhould bee preſented: Your Declarmion alſo beares very latte profeſſtion both in generally that ye wou 
do nothing in reference to Religion withour ourconſent and advice, and thar leaſt God ſhould leave you to fall in error, and particular e R. ye 
would acknowledge the Kings Demands, when he fhould give ſatisfaction in ſecuring Religion before he were admitted to the exerciſe of tys-Roy- 
all Power, you all along ſhew your ſelfe ready to ſubſcibe all orders againſt Me'ignenrr, and fo by ample profeſſions , engadg'd us the more deeply 
to give credite to your Declarations,and cruſt your faithtulneſſe: Yet. neverthglefle your Lordſhip hath had ſecret dealling to bring in Melignanrs,and 
had correſpondence with them, and all this time hes been dealling ſubtillyiq your heart, profeſſing one thing, and igtending another; which hes 
been a molt notorious deceit to inſnare the people of God, to advance your molt ſiniſtrous ends, Who could have believed that ourLordſhip would 
have avowed a Commiſſion from the King, when he yet refuſes as much as his Fatherto ſecure Religion, but followes wicked counſell , and fo a- 


 vowedly to violate that Article of your Declaration; or that ye would owne a wicked aſſociation of lriſb Papiſtt, and under color of 8 | 
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ſhould have betrayed that Garriſon of Bat. We muſt be faithfull in warning your Lordſhip, (tho the Lord knowes What heavineſſe it is to u 
that the Lord will reward you if ye repent not for ſuch a betraying of the faithfull ſervants of God,who would have plucked out their eyes for you, 
and the Lord will viſite your familie with ſudden ruine, and irreparable deſolation for that you have been ſo grand an inſtrument rodeſtroy 
work of God here. We exhort your Lordſhip in the Name of the living God, to whom ye mult give an account, in haſte to forſake that infa- 
mous and ungodly courſe you ate in, and adhere to your former profeſſion , otherwayes all the calamities that will enſue, will be laid on your 
ſcore, The Lord himſelfe and all the faithfull will ſet themſelyes againſt you, and we will celtifie of your unfaithfullneſſe to the world ſo long as 
the Lord ſhall give us ſtrength, we ſhall yet continue to pray for your Lordſhips converſion, and hall expect your anſwer remaining.
